; The sample was picked in an attempt to pet a representative eroup of rural 
and urban girls from 5th grade through hich school. Girls selected were 
from all types of schools, the one room rural, the consolidated .rural, the 
consolidated village, small tow grade school and the city, small tovm and 
rural high schools in six countios in the state (Kennebec, Knox-Lincoln, 
Waldo, Somerset afd Washington). The largest high school had an enroll- 
ment of 450 girls, the smallest an enrollment of 15 girls. Counties in- 
cluded three coastal and three inland areas. 
The girls were contacted at the schools during school hours. All girls in 
a school from 5th grade through high school were given the questionnaire. 
An additional 68 questionnaires were tak@: through personal interviews 
with girls in their third year in high school. These llth grade girls 
were chosen by random selection from schools not included in the larger 
semple. The purpose of these interviews was to get more detailed informa- 
tion on clothing attitudes and lmowledge.

Of these 51% who enjoyed making doll clothes, 95% had done more difficult 
sewing. 


Fifty percent of the girls made holders. Eighty-one percent of the girls 
who had sewing training in 4-H Club work had made them, whereas 40% of the 
others had. Only 5% had enjoyed them most, and only 2 girls out of 688 
wen ted to learn to make them. 


Knitting presents about the sane pattern--50% had done some Initting, but 
5% or less got greatest enjoyment from it or wented to learn to do it. 


Making skirts showed a different pattern by ages.. These were made by more 
girls than eny one other type of garment, Fourtcen percent of the 9-12 year 
olds made skirts; 60% of those 16 and over. Only 3% of the 9-12 year olds 
greatly enjoyed making them; 27% of those 16 and over reported getting their 
greatest enjoyment from meking skirts. However, one-fourth of the 9-12 year 
olds wented to make skirts and only one-tenth of those 16 and cver wanted to.

Only 6% of the 9-12 year olds had made dresses, while 38% of thes girls 16 
and over had made them. Two percent of the 9-12 year olds had enjoyed 
making dresses. ‘Iwenty-cne porcent of the girls 16 and over reported en- 
joyment from making dresses. Over half (53%) of the younger age group 
wented to make dresses, while only a third of the older age group in dicated 
a desire to make dresses. 
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Of the 143 girls vho had made a dress, one=fift: wntod to learn mcre about — 
meking dresses. Of the 545 girls who had nct made a dress, onemhalf wanted 
to. learn how to make one. 


Only a small percentage of girls in any age group had made coats and suits, 
1 out of the 178, 9-12 year olds and 6% of the girls 16 ond over (13 girls). 


Again, only 1% of the 16 year olds and over indicated that they had enjoyed 
making coats and suits, but a fowth of this age group wented to make coats 
and suits, as did 12% of the 9 to 12 year olds. In the 9-12 age group, 
only 14% had ever even made a skirt; only 6% hed ever made dresses. 


It is interesting tc note that regardless of the level of sewing experience 
the girls wanted to mske dresses or coats and suits. However, the desire to 
make coats or suits was directly related tc their level of sewing experience; 
one-half the girls who had made a dress wanted to make a suit or coat. Only 
one=-cighth cf those who head not made a dress wanted to make a suit or coate

CLOTHING UPKEEP AND REPAIR 


Nearly all the girls had some experience ‘in doing ol othing repair jobs. 

Nearly all had sewed on buttons. From 1/3 to 1/2 of the little girls 

(9-12) had darned socks, mended seams, etc., whereas from 2/3 to 3/4 of girls 
13 and over had done these jobs. 


In contrast practically no girls expressed their greatest enjoyment in doing 
these tasks or in learning how to do them.
